lution into the barrel, stirring well as 
you pour. Stir the mixture each time 
the sprinkling can is filled. Fifty 
gallons of this mixture will treat 
about 200 square yards of bed. Put 
the solution on the bed without re¬ 
moving cotton. Since the mixture 
does not injure plants, you do not 
have to wash it off after applying. 

For best results, three application* 
should be made: One, as the plants 
are getting established in the bed or 
even before thy come up. The othei 
two sprays should be used at ten 
days intervals.

War industries in Kentucky and in 
other states are not producing at ca¬ 
pacity because they lack skilled men, 
he pointed out. 

“Age is no longer a barrier as long 
as a man is active. Physical handicap 
is no longer a barrier providing the 
handicap is not hazardous to himself 
or fellow workers,” he said. 

"The fact that a worker has not 
worked at his skill even for several 
years may not keep him from return¬ 
ing to his trade. And a man with 
needed skills who is working in other 
than a war industry requiring his 
present skill should register with the 
United States employment service at 
once,” Mr. Fields said. 

“We are enlisting every aid to help 
us find the needed skilled men. The 
shortage is so severe that every 
probability is being surveyed,” Mr. 
Fields concluded.

is too slow to retard bacterial 
growth. If milk is allowed to stand 
before it is strained and separated, 
the damage will be done. Or if 
the cream is allowed to stand be¬ 
fore being put in the cooler, another 
opportunity will be made for bac¬ 
terial growth. Water cools cream a 
great deal faster than the coldestj 
air. A cold water cooling tank will 
quickly bring down the temperature 
of warm cream. It will slow down 
bacteria so that their rate of multi¬ 
plication will be kept at a minimum. 

An efficient cooling tank can be 
made on the farm from an old bar¬ 
rel. Placed between the pump and 
the watering trough, with an inlet 
and outlet pipe, cold water can be 
kept flowing. Cream cooled in this 
way as soon as it is separated will 
have a low bacterial count. If all 
the other steps necessary to the 
production of quality cream have 
been observed, and if the cream is 
marketed every two or three days, 
it will grade No. 1 and be bought 
on quality. 


Cream which was not cooled im¬ 
mediately after separation and 
which was not kept cool all the time 
it remained on the farm has “three 
strikes” on it by the time it reaches 
the butter-making plant. If there 
is one thing the butter maker has 
learned over the years it is that the 
best butter is invariably the product 
of properly cooled cream on the 
farm. 

Experiments at the dairy depart¬ 
ment of Purdue University show 
that through “temperature control’’ 
the farmer is enabled to hold the 
quality of his erttim as many as 
three days and collect a premium 
price over the next grade product. 
The creamery striving to manufac¬ 
ture quality butter is glad to pay the 
premium for cream kept well-cooled 
on the farm and delivered clean 
and fresh. 

Cold temperatures will not pre¬ 
vent bacterial growth, unless the 
cream is cooled immediately. Bac¬ 
teria start their work of destruc¬ 
tion in the warm milk and cream. 
Air cooling, even in cold weather,

Just a week ago the people of the 
United Nations were faced with the 
fact that the British naval bastion in 
the far east, the island of Singapore 
at the base of the Malayan peninsula, 
had surrendered to the Japanese. It 
is clear now that the British govern¬ 
ment had to choose between us¬ 
ing its available shipping and 
r machines of war in North Africa and 
the middle east or sending them to 
the far east. The Churchill govern¬ 
ment, in defending itself in the house 
of commons early in the week, frank¬ 
ly stated the situation. Churchill 
went further and indicated that to 
the British ministry the possibility 
of war with Japan had been thought 
relatively slight as the months passed, 
since Japan had not struck in the 
east when the British empire was so 
sadly defeated and almost helpless 
in June, 1940. Thereafter, the British 
minister had regarded far eastern af¬ 
fairs as in the hands of the United 
States. 

There is much truth in the claim 
that it was the British government 
which had appeased continually the 
Japanese government and that it was 
the United States government which 
took the lead in declaring and en¬ 
forcing economics embargos against 
Japan during the year 1941. It must 
be remembered that, while seeking 
to follow a policy which might not 
lead to war in the Atlantic, the 
American people at the same time- 
urged their government to stop the 
sending of scrap metal, oil, and other 
materials vital to Japan’s war econo¬ 
my. That policy had popular approv¬ 
al. It was adopted. It led, inevitably, 
as it pinched Japan, to her preparing 
for war against the United States in 
the Pacific. 

I think that it should be made 
clear to the readers of this column 
that I have been convinced for years 
that the Japanese would make war 
upon the United States at he first op¬ 
portunity which seemed to suggest 
for them a favorable outcome. A ] 
Japanese army officer, an attache of 


the Japanese embassy at Washington 
only a few years ago, outlined upon 
e maps in my classroom at the univer- 
L ‘ sity the course which the Japanese 
n have followed since invading China 
0 and since Dec. 7, 1941.

We cannot and we must not expect 
victories until we can put the men 
and the planes and the ships in the 
places where they can fight. That, 
we must expect, will take time, 
months, not weeks. We must be pa¬ 
tient for some months more. Then we 
may expect to hear of our forces 
striking victoriously against the long 
drawn out supply lines of the Japan¬ 
ese armies of occupation and carry¬ 
ing the fight perhaps to Formosa, 
certainly for recapture of the Phil¬ 
ippines, and position on the Chinese 
and Russian coastlines, thru which 
directly supplies may go to the 
Chinese armies. From Chinese and 
Siberian air fields will start the raids 
upon Japanese industrial and ship¬ 
ping centers and upon their trans¬ 
port carrying men and arms to the 
Indies.

VICTORY GARDEN MEETING 

Farm leaders from four counties 
met at West Liberty Tuesday, Feb. 17, 
at the Rex theater, for the purpose 
of developing a food production pro¬ 
gram in these four counties. 

This meeting climaxed a series of 
twenty community victory garden 
meetings held in this county. At each 
of these community meeting a garden i 
comm ttoe was selected. One hundred 
fifteen men and women in this county 
volunteered their services in assist¬ 
ing in increasing the production of 
food in this county. All communities 
were represented at the meeting here 
at the Rex theater and practically all 
the 115 volunteer victory garden 
leaders were present. 

John Gardner, garden specialist 
from the college of agriculture, im¬ 
pressed upon the group the impor¬ 
tance of getting this program of food 
production going in all communities. 
He said the job was just as important 
as any other phase in our war pro¬ 
gram and that a farmer working in 
this capacity was certainly rendering 
this country a valuable patriotic 
service. 

Miss Pearl Haak, nutrition special¬ 
ist, gave the group a talk on “Foods 
for the Human Body.” Miss Haak 
said that it was very important that 
our civilian population be healthy 
thruout this war as well as our armed 
forces. Unless caution is taken with 
higher food prices and necessary ra¬ 
tion of foods, we may have more 
sickness than usual. Miss Haak 
stated. Miss Haak brought out in her 
talk the importance of health in this 
war and foods necessary in promoting 
good health. Colored slides were used 
in this talk. 

According to Miss Haak’s talk, 
farm people growing plenty of vege¬ 
tables—green, leafy, and yellow; 
fruit—tomatoes, apples, strawberries, 
peaches, grapes, pears, etc; meats— 
poultry, pork, and beef, together with 
eggs, milk, and butter, should have 
no trouble in meeting all the require¬ 
ments in good nutrition. 

Farm people can produce on the 
farm foods necessary for proper nu¬ 
trition.
